This involves sup 
plying the mill with a programmed 
mixture of logs whereby: (1) Irregu 
larities in log quality can be minimized 
by the mixing process. (2) The desired 
mixture of species can be obtained, pat 


ticularly lere is no provision for 
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storag¢ of prepared wood by separate 


species. (3) Special selection of logs 
can be made for certain paper grades. 
The logs are delivered to the break- 


down plant subsequent to blending. In 
general this consists of a sawmill and 
barking arrangement which converts 
the logs to blocks of wood of suitable 
size for chipping or grinding. From 
this point the pulp mill processes com- 
mence, 

Recent mechanical de velopments in 
breakdown plants have done much to- 
wards making more wood available for 
the pulp mill. I refer particularly to 
hydraulic barkers and whole log 
chippers. 

With such equipment whole logs are 
barked by high hydraulic pressure and 
directly to a whole log chipper. 
By so doing the old sawmill process is 
eliminated except where blocks are 
needed for groundwood pulp. Hydraulic 
barkers of course could be used in the 
latter case

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Industries supplying paper mills and 
many other businesses are successfully 
employing full time technically trained 
men whose primary duties are to serve 
their employer and their employers’ 
customers by liaison functions. In a 
recent article appearing in the July 
1948, issue of The American Pressman 
and reprinted in TAPPI Bulletin, 
No. 90 September 20, 1948, an anony 
mous printer states that paper manu- 
facturers cannot be expe cted to offer 
services to the printing trade equal to 
that offered by ink makers. It is my 
premise that it would be a great ad 
vantage to any paper manufacturer to 


extend services to the printer and 
other customers comparable to that 
offered the printer by any manufac 
turers. 


The paper manufacturer is placed at 
a disadvantage, in many cases, in not 
having enough information as to the 
end uses of paper to be manufactured 
against an order. This is not true of 
such grades as standard newsprint, but 
is increasingly true as higher priced 
grades are considered. The manufac- 
ture of the finest grades of book, writ- 
ing, and printing papers as well as 
better grades of board demand knowl 
edge of end use requirements exceeded 
only by the outright specialty and cus 
tom-made items. 

The disadvantages appear where it 
hurts, in the cost ledger. Many are 
hidden costs which accrue from lack 
of customer satisfaction. Others are 
quite direct. For example, I have 
known a mill to go to considerable ex 
pense to keep the Mullen of a sheet 


up to the mill standard with several 
kinds of extra strength-giving addi 
tions to the furnish in the making 
of a particular order. Later a com 


plaint came back stating that the sheet 
could not be printed satisfactorily. The 
same colored ink formula gave at least 
four different shades during the run, 
resulting in the rejection of a consid 
erable portion of the order by the 
printer’s customer. Too late, the pa 
per maker found that the Mullen char 
acteristic was of minor importance and 
that a uniform furnish was required 
by the printing process to be used. 
Perhaps, the sales department should 
have been expected to pass this infor 
mation along to the paper mill opera 
tors, but as frequently happens, this 
was not done. It is quite possible that 
the sales department merely processed 
an order from a jobber. But, the fact 
remains that unnecessary loss was sus 
tained by the mill and by the customer. 
One of the functions of the technical

sales representative would be to guard 
against such losses. 

The technical sales representative 
should constantly review the specifica- 
tions which accompany inquiries or or 
ders coming into the mill. These 
should be examined for sufficiency of 
detail both in the light of manufactur 
ing problems and procedures and end 
use characteristics. Many specifica 
tions currently in use are unnecessarily 
confining in regard to some character 
istics and very lax in others. It is 
enly human for the paper machine op- 
erators to be discouraged when given 
specifications which cannot be met 
with the raw materials and equipment 
at their disposal. Such a condition can 
lead to neglect of others, more impor 
tant specifications. The technical sales 
representative should work to elim 
inate unreasonable specifications. If 
the limitations are too confining for 
the mill it is much better that this con 
dition be brought to light before the 
order is accepted than to chance re 
jection after delivery. If the limita 
tions are exceedingly lax the situation 
is fraught with dangerous possibilities 
and should be corrected. Even if it 
were only that the mill morale might 


suffer. 

Jobbers are often guilty of passing 
along insufficient information with in 
quiries and orders. If provision has 
been made for checking both inquiries 
and orders for completeness from the 
technical angle by the technical sales 
representative, many subsequent head 
aches can be side-tracked. This is 
especially true where the technical 
sales representative is empowered to fill 
in the blanks from the most direct, ac 
curate source. Machinery set-up for 
such a purpose should be as simple as 
is compatible with its object. This ob 
ject being to insure that the paper 
makers are supplied with all informa 
tion necessary to make a good, profit 
able delivery on each item. 

Those who attended the 1948 TAPPI 
Annual Luncheon will remember Pres 
ident Gillespie’s humorous reference 
to the size of sample usually sub 
mitted by the sales department for 
matching or analysis. All too often 
samples submitted for a series of tests 
are less than six by six inches. The 
technical sales representative would be 
in an ideal position to impress upon 
the sales force and customer alike the 
necessity of submitting sufficient 
sample material in good condition to 
assure a valid analysis. This will pro 
vide information on which to base 
specifications as well as manufactur- 
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ing procedures, if the inquiry involved 
should develop to the order stage. The 
dangers of unnecessary costs and lost 
good will which may result from in- 
sufficient knowledge on the part of the 
papermakers of what the customer de- 
sires, cannot be too highly stressed 
From his knowledge of mill capabilities 
and his experience in dealing with the 
customer the technical sales represent- 


ative is in a unique position to bridge 
such gaps. 
The technical sales representative 


is the logical troubleshooter. His tech 
nical background causes him to analyze 
the difficulty, whatever it may be, from 
all viewpoints. If he can visit the 
scene of the trouble while it is occur 
ring, he will be most apt to recognize 
the seat of the trouble and to initiate 
corrective measures. Being on friendly 
terms with both the printer, or con- 
verter, and the papermaker, he gets 
angles from both. Being trained tech- 
nically he considers these angles, de- 
velops them if they have merit or pos 
sibility, discarding the 
by tactfully pointing out the fallacies. 
He reports his findings to his princi- 


data and his rec

pals with supporting 
ommendations 
technical phases, 
whether resulting from complaints or 
not, is an important part of the job. 
Chis should result in worthwhile prod- 
uct improvement. In the case of com- 
plaint he should the customer 
feel that a sincere effort is being made 
to remedy the fault. Mutual under- 
standing between papermakers and pa- 
per users regarding paper manufactur- 
ing problems and use requirements will 
lead to cost reductions and quality im 
provement. 

The technical representative 
can do much to foster such understand- 
ing. He can get across to the paper 
makers an appreciation of what is ex- 
pected from the sheet they make. Sim- 
larly, he can bring about an appre 
ciation of what may be expected from 
the sheet by the users.

For successful follow up it is im 
perative that the mill keep good rec 
ords. This applies to control tests and 
production data, as well as to proper 
tagging or identification of lots off the 
paper machine down through the fin 
ishing and shipping operations.
